PROVINCIAL RECORDS SHIPPED 


FROM EXETER TO CONCORD. 


In accordance with (he act passed at 


the last session of theXcgislaluve, Reg 
ister of Probate George F. Richards on 
Thursday shipped to the state library 
at Concord the provincial records cf 
New Hampshire, da ing from 1G25 to 
March 19, 1771. 
These records had 


been located in Exeter since it was the 
capital of the state, but it was felt that 
at Concord they would be more easily 
accessible to residents of all parts ol 
New Hampshire, and so the bill was en 
acted ordering their removal. 
The 


records filled seven cases and were com- 
posed of about twenty-live volumes of 
bound books and all the original pap- 
ers 
All the records designate New 


Hampshire as a province, and those 
dated after it became a slate in 1771 are 
still retained in Exetsr The papers were

THE MULE OF TO-DAY 


How tho Traffic In Mules Helps make 


Kaiisas City Great. 


The truffle in mules that is helping: 


to make Kansas City the great market 
of the Southwest may be understood 
by nearly everybody in a general way, 
but there are few, even auioujc the pro- 
ducers, who thoroughly understand the 
bus-luess iu Its smallest details. Farm- 
ers and shippers who dispose of their 
stock ou the market do not always un- 
derstand the exact use of their prod- 
ucts, their distinct classification, or 
within a few dollrs of their market 
value. Fewer btill know what points 
of the world will be the ultimate des- 
tination of the animal they have raised 
and cared for. 


Mules, in a general way, are divided 


into sin en or eight distinct classes, as 
to their age .height, bone, weight, etc. 
The principal divisions are 
sugar 


mules, cotton, mine, railroad, farm, 
le\ee and car mules. This hitter class, 
or car mules, has almost passed out of 
existence as a marketable animal on ac- 
count of the inroads made in the street- 
car transportation methods by steam 
and electricity. Car mules range from 
14 to 15% hands and are generally of 
the cheapest grade it is possible to buy. 
Very few have been sold during the 
past live years, and there is scarcely 
any demand at the present time. 


Sugar mules range from two to five 


jearrs of age, from 1(5 to IGw, hands 
high, have medium bone and weigh 
from 1,150 to 1,400 pounds. They are 
used for all grades of heavy work on 
the sugar plantations of the South, 
principally In Louisiana. They must 
be of the very best quality and they 
command good prices. 
The market 


value ranges from $100 to $125 per 
head, rianters generally prefer them 
unbroken. Nearly all the mules of this 
class sold here are taken to Louisiana. 
The uses of the sugar mule after he 
reaches the plantations are manifold. 
The heavy cane carts are hauled by 
him. 
The sugar mule does all the 


plowing and there are a hundred dif- 
ferent ways In which the sugar mule 
Is made to pay for himself. 


Cotton mules are used iu every State 


In the South. They range from 14 to 
15-/, hands in height, have light to med- 
ium bone and nice, smooth hair. They 
must weigh about 900 to 1,000 pounds, 
and generally sell from $50 to $90 per 
head, aoordiug to height and general 
quality. It takes an extra good one, 
however, to bring the latter Hgure. 
Kansas City sells more cotton mules 
than any other grade. 
A rough' esti- 


mate of the proportion of cotton mules 
handled here would be at least 75 per 
cent, of the total number.

SOME WOMEN AS FARMERS 


A Kevr Jlfttctor.la the AftlcuUiU'tl 


World. 


Some fifty women students entered 


the College of Agriculture • at Minne- 
upolls lust winter, to take a three- 
years" course in scientific farming. 
With the exception of some of the 
heavier lines of work, such as carpen- 
tering uud blacksniithlng, they have 
been taking the regular studies that 
the men have, including in addition 
courses in cooking, sewing and domes- 
tic economy. This is the first volun- 
tary movement of the kind, but it is 
in the line of similar movements by 
which women are regularly preparing 
themselves to enter into competition 
with men. 


If we can believe authorities, the 
first farmers were women. 
In tbe 


early history of all nations, tB'e lord 
and master followed war and 
the 


chase, while the women stayed 
at 


home and cultivated the soil. 
They 


learned the arts of reaping and plant- 
ing long before their masters, and for 
ages they were the farmers who raised 
the crops of the world. 
The work of 


raising the grains and fruit was only 
a part of the domestic economy and 
labor attached to every household. 


it would be strange, indeed. If they 


did not inherit from their eSTrly an- 
cestors something of this art among 
them. In this country, women have 
never been considered adapted to farm- 
ing; but circumstances have time and 
again forced them into it, when they 
lia\e demonstrated their special fitness 
for the work. More than one American 
woman has conducted farms success- 
fully, and paid off mortgages on them 
which were left as inheritances from 
shiftless or unlucky fathers or hus- 
bands It would be a waste of time 
to mention individual eases. Califor- 
nia has a score of energetic, successful 
woman fruit-growers, who have made 
themselves independent and moderate- 
ly wealthy through their efforts in cul- 
tivating fruit. Florida has a score of 
woman fruit and flower farmers who 
have succeeded where men have fail- 
ed. Then we have woman cattle rais- 
ers, ranch women and general farmers 
throughout the West. 


In the East, there is many an un- 


known and unnoticed woman struggl- 
ing successfully with farms that they 
must make a living ou, or starve. 
They are conducting smaller enter- 
prises than those which attract the at- 
tention of newspapers where large suc- 
cesses are exploited with considerable 
exaggeration. Xo\erthele.ss. they are 
doing their dutj ab faithfully and as 
praiseworthily as their sisters who 
count their acres by the thousands.—

His argument was dl- 
lected against a prevailing popular 
type that admittedly took in flesh read- 
ily, but seemed wanting In what Is 
sometime*, called character or "show of 
high breeding." 


"There is no disputing the fact that 
beauty, liiiisb, symmetry and an im- 
pressive presence are among the m'ost 
attractive attributes of the Improved 
breeds. Even in the pens of stock-yard 
markets style counts for something. 
True it weighs nothing upon the scale, 
but it is not .without a bearing of fixing 
the price p«r pound. At the same time 
practical feeders know What capacity 
to make flesh rapidly and at an early 
age is at the foundation of all chance 
for profit In the maat-making breeds; 
hence as 
between the low-necked, 


short-necked. 
hurley-bodied, 
short- 


legged beast, devoid of any of the 
showier characteristics, and one that 
has more range and gayety than any- 
thing else, those who are catering to 
tbe fwd-lot will make no mistake if 
they adhere to the compactly-fashioned 
blocks. It should be the aim, however, 
of all good breeders to unite, as far as 
possible, the ideal feeding form with 
beauty and grace iu form of carriage. 


A Solf-Fee«Ung Box For Pigs. 


Here is a rough sketch and descrip- 


tion of a rough feeding box for pigs. 
It is 1L' feet long and each side is 
divided into 13 little stalls about 9 
Inches wide. These stalls are simply 
boards 5 inches wide and 12 inches 
long, nailed against the side of the box 
and reaching down into the feeu-trough 
to Keep the pigs out of the trough and 
from wasting the feed, and at the same 
time keep them from crowding and 
fighting. 
There is no waste of feed 


and each pig can have a stall and 


The Growing Chicks. 


As soon as the sex can be determined 


the males and femaies should be separ- 
ated and the cockeiels divided so that 
those of about a size will run together. 
Thih will prevent more or less quarrel- 
Ing and enable each bird to get his 
share of the food. As far as possible 
the growing stock, both chicks and 
cockerels, should be kept ou the range 
during summer and fall, being fed all 
that Is necessary to keep up a strong 
growth. 
Cheap coops for protection 


from storms and for roosting should 
be provided. This is easily done by 
using a few dry goods boxes and put- 
ting roosts on them a few inches from 
the ground. Water should be kept on 
the range in liberal quantities and re- 
newed frequently. Grit of some kind 
small enough for the chicks to eat eas- 
ily should also be furnished, for it is 
quite as es.sesntial to young chicks as 
to older ones. lings and worms will 
supply the meat lood ami tho grass the 
green, but the more substantial foods 
upon which the chicks depend to make 
their grow th should be provided in lib- 
eral quantities. A food given morning 
and mgliL will be all that is necessary. 
The grain should be as sweet 
and 


wholesome as when fed during the 
winter.

Where the Profit Lies. 


Tho largest percentage of profit from 
sheep is realized on farms with small 
flocks of from 30 to 100 ewes. Such 
flocks can be better cared for, better 
protected against cold and wet weather 
and the lambs can be better preserved. 
Such flocks should double their mem- 
bers every year, giving one laifb to one 
ewe. the number extra by reason of 
twins making up the loss from lack of 
breeding and accidents to lambs. These 
lambs, well grazed on good pastures, 
with only a handful per day of com or 
cotton seed meal will, when at a weight 
of SO to 00 pounds, bring from $3 to $4 
from the butcher, and the wool will 
more than pay for the labor and ex- 
pense of the (lock

The Belgian Hare. 


s Interesting animal is attracting 


a gr<->at deal of attention on account of 
the food value of its flesh. They are 
not to be compared with the wild rab- 
bit. 
No meat, excepting frog hams, 


compares with them. Accommodations 
for their rearing can be of the cheapest 
and most simple. Their feed is of the 
commonest grain and vegetables and 
\ery easily procured. They eat any- 
thing that a sheep will. They weiuh 
from 7 to 12 pounds at one year old. 
Breed when (> months old. bring forth 
their young in :H) days, four or five 
Limes ea<ch. year, having from two to 
ten at a litter. Persons in the most 
humble circumstances are enabled to 
cheaply supply themselves with the 
choicest dolicaoy in the land if they 
will engage in hare culture. Two by 
six feet square, nailed up in the wood 
house or .stable, secure from cats or 
dogs, is ample accomodations for a 
pair They are less trouble than poul- 
try, are not subject to lice or vermin, 
and are as easily raised as kittens. 
Hares are also conveniently handled in 
yards of poultry netting, but must be 
kept dry. In point of fecundity no do- 
mestic animal can compete with them. 
One pair and their progeny can in one 
3 ear produce more pounds of meat 
than a ewe. AVe prefer them at our 
table above poultry of any kind and

Pigs.

over clean are apt to be troubled by 
lite, that greatly retards their growth 
fit a most important period in their ex- 
istence. 
Carbolic-acid or any other 


good disinfectant will i id the pen of lice 
but when the vermin get on to tlje 
lounj, pigs, any of the dips used for 
young sheep will rid them of the trou- 
ble more quickly .than anything else. 
Have a .barrel or deep tub of the mix- 
ture ready, and when the lice are dis- 
covered on the young pigs dump them 
into It. Figs from a mouth to three 
months old can ,be treated in this way 
with but little trouble, and it is an ab- 
solutely sure cure. Keep the pens clean 
after treating the pigs as described 
and little trouble will be experienced 
In the future, white the rapid, steaclv 
growth of the pigs will well repay for 
the labor Involved.

bolt and nut; whichever is most con- 
venient. By making the handle mov- 
able the carriers may be packed one on 
top of the other -when loaded on wag- 
ons. 
The other carrier shown in the cut 
may be made of heavier boxes by cut- 
ting holes in the ends through which to 
slip the lingers. For the heavier crops 
like corn, potatoes, etc., tills is the best 
sort of carrier, and if designed for any 
fruit or vegetable needing 'ventilation, 
the sides may be slatted Instead of 
solid. 
The average farmer does not 


have as many of such small conveni- 
ences as he might have if he would 
give n little thought and time to mak- 
ing- the devices suggested to him by his 
needs. 


^JTo Grow Plums Profitably. 


Many of the failures in plum culture 


are due to planting one or two varie- 
ties only, early and lute, perhaps, arid 
thus relying on the pollen from their 
own blossoms to fertilize themselves. 
It is well understood by expert plum 
growers that few varieties pollenate 
themselves, so in order to obtain good 
crops several varieties 
blossoming 


about the same time should be set near 
each other, each to furnish the neces- 
sary pollen for the other. Perhaps no 
better general plan 
can be adopted 


than a modification of that practiced 
Hi fertilizing the blossoms of straw- 
berry plants—that is, setting every oth- 
er row of a different variety, but one 
blossoming about the same time. 
If 


tliis is done, and varieties suited to the 
climate are selected, only rot and cur- 
cnlio will have to be combated, and 
these are more or less controllable by 
care and spraying. In the colder sec- 
tions, where plums succeed best, the 
following varieties wll stand a lower 
winter temperature than most others 
and are fairly profitable for market: 
Waylund, Wild (JooSe, Clifford, Abund- 
ance, Woo ten. Newton, Golden Beauty, 
Wilder uud Siher Prune. 


Parasites la Lnmbs. 


The statement has been made that 


all lambs are troubled with parasites, 
and while this Is exceedingly broad, 
there is much truth in it. It is no easy 
matter to rid lambs of these parasitic 
enemies, so raLsrs must look largely to 
Invention as the means of eventually 
getting rid of them. Beyond question 
much of the trouble with parasites 
comes from mixing lambs with sheep 
in Hie fields, particularly when the 
pasture is short. The parasites iu the 
droppings are distributed over the 
fields, and when they arc regrazcd, ow- 
ing to dry or short growth, the lambs 
come in close contact with those drop- 
pings and are contaminated. 
Water 


impregnated with droppings and after- 
ward drunk by the lambs, is also a 
Source of parasite troubles. 
The only 


preventive aside from avoiding the 
things mentioned that muy be recom- 
mended is to grow fall lambs, weaning 
them before pasture time in the spring 
and turn them out in pasture away 
from the sheep. In time this may bring 
about lambs more or less immune from 
parasites. 


Tjixrge Cains. 


We quite often see accounts of large 


gains made on short feeds, and we all 
want to know how this is done. Not 
long ago the Kansas experiment sta- 
tion took charge of four cows from the 
college grade herd,' to fatten. The 
cows were being fed a' moderate milk 
ration, and were in good,shape. They 
were weighed three consecutive days, 
tin- average of these three being taken 
as the beginning weight. In the three 
days' weights there was a variation, 
from day to day, of from 
% to 
TO 


pounds. The cows were put on a ra- 
tion of 1-3 soy bean meal and 2-3 Kaf- 
fir meal, with corn silage and Kaffir 
stover for roughage, ten days being 
taken to get them on full feed. They 
were fed and watered very carefully, 
and at the end of the first week the 
four cows showed a total gain of 300 
pounds, or lO.Tpounds per day. Here 
was the place to talk of large gains. 
^Jut lhe second week showed a, loss of 
nearly two pounds per cow per day 
while the average gain for the four 
wrecks is a little over 3 pounds, per'day. 
Moral—weigh more than once before 
you talk large gains.—.T. G. Haney.

Ti is said 
that a similar plan has been mapped 
out In Massachusetts for continuing 
tile road to Boston,' and thxis connect- 
ing New York and Boston by one 
grand highway. 


Never U«o Rags. 


There is no better root for cows than 


tbe parsnip. It has the advantage that 
part of the crop may be wintered in 
the ground where- it has grown. The 
parsnip, unlike the common beet, 
makes a rich milk. It is equal to the 
carrot in this respect, and undoubted- 
ly, like that root, helps to color winter- 
made butter. Parsnips are a favorite 
winter feed of Jcrioy and Guernsey 
breeders.

The advance of the American troops 


\VUH steady, but extremely diiticult, 
owing to the mud and water and the 
'ntimse heat There was lighting along 
the w hole 1'rout, but the enemy's resist- 
ance waa not strong at any one point. 


The natives gradually fell back to 


Calulut and our troops continued ad- 
vancing toward Angeles on the north, 
and to the west toward Purlae. 


The regiments engaged were the tJth,, 


I2t,h> lUth, 17th and 3Uth Regular In- 
fantry, and .the 51st Iowa. 


• leu. MacArthur's lines are estab- 


lished three miles from Augelea, which 
place lie will attack in full force. The 
town far surpasses San Fernando in 
value as a base of operations, and con- 
talhs the Filipinos' supplies. 


The advance of the American.s was 


five 'miles In the first five hours. They 
started west, taking Bun Antonio and 
flanking the enemy's right, and then 
the force split, part crossing to the 
right of the railroall track ami captur- 
ing Calulut. The other part moved to- 
ward Porlack, bivouacking within a 
tulle of that plaee. ' 


The natives are in the neighborhood 


•«f Mexico, where it Is supposed they 
fieri fearing nn attack in the rear. 
There were only two sharp engage- 
ments. Our casualties probably nutn- 
oer forty. 


The Slitb Infantry, commanded by 


Col. 
Bell, marched to Bacolor, and 


after a short light captured the place. 
An armed cat' propelled by hand led 
the advance. 


JBrig.-Gen. Liscomb's command, the 


12th 
and 9th Infantry, with four guns 


of the 3d Artillery, moved to the west, 
6ml Gen. Wheaton, with the 82d In- 
fantry, the 51st Iowa and the 17th In- 
fantry, with two guns, moved to the 
?ast. Two guns were first "dragged 
over tlie road ties by horses, and then 
.all of the guns shelled the enemy for 
half an hour, drawing only a light re- 
ply, but the infantry advance drew a 
•heavy fire from the Filipinos. 


The lowans and the 17th Infantry 


encountered the first trenches at long 
range and charged a third of a mile 
over cornfields under the cover of the 
Catling guus on the railroad, simultan- 
eously with the 9th and 12th Infantry. 


The enemy was routed. The Ameri- 


can troops then separated 'Into two 
columns, V shaped, northeast und 
northwest. A mile and a half out the 
lino straightened, the 3Cth and 12th 
regiments going to the northwest. 
Three of the guns following were 
mired in the quicksand, and a fourth 
was disabled. 


There was a running fight along the 


numerous trenches ami over the usual 
country and fields and through three 
feet of muddy water. The right ad- 
vanced slowly, Went. England's guns 
of the Third Artillery being the pivot. 


The 17th Infantry engaged a large 


force of the enemy coming toward 
Mexico and also the main body moving 
northeast. A company of the 16th In- 
fantry was despatched to the aid of 
Col. Bell and two guns bombarded 
Mexico. 


From the 36th and 12th Infantry 


there are no reports, but the casualties 
of tbe other commands were 9 killed 
and 29 wounded, including three offi- 
cers. The losses of the enemy were 
much heavier. 


Two miles north of San Fernado the 


railroad is completely gone and the 
roadbed ploughed up. The capture of 
Angeles will break the communication 
of the natives with the hills. 
<

Txmdon, Aug. 10.— Replying to ques- 


tions iii the House of Commons, Joseph 
Chamberlulu, the Secretary of State 
'or the Colonies, said no official con- 
firmation had been received of the re- 
poYt that the Trammuil had declined 
to agree to a joint inquiry into tlie ef- 
fect which the franchise reforms will 
liave on the Outturn! ere. 


Several regiments, he said, were 


about to be despatched to South Africa 
Tor the defense of Natal, in response 
to the request of the Natal (lovem- 
meiit. and preparation was being made 
for all contingencies. 


Later, replying to Mr. T. P. O'Cou- 


aor, Irish Nationalist member for the 
Scotland Division of Liverpool, Mr. 
Chamberlain deprecated a resumption. 
of the debate on tlie Transvaal situa- 
tion, which, he pointed out, wnile ser- 
ious, still remains? doubtful. 


The 'Colonial Secretary added fhat he 


sincerely hoped that the report saying 
the inquiry proposal had been rejected 
was untrue. 


While he regretted the necessity of 


answering Mr. O'Connor, it would be a 
fatal mistake to allow the tatter's 
views that a war was entirely needless 
and that the Government ought to ex- 
press willingness to wait, maybe twen- 
ty-five years, for a rcdressal of the 
grievances of which they complained, 
to be considered. 


''The representative opinions," he 


added, "of even the small minority 
in the House of Commons or anything 
but the most insignificant minority in 
the United Kingdom, on the Govern- 
mnct's policy, have been clearly ex- 
pressed. We recognize the grievances 
of the Outianders nnd have said that 
these grievances are not merely them- 
selves a serious cause for interposition, 
but are :i source of danger to the 
whole of South Africa. 


"We say our predominance is men- 


aced by the action of the Transvaal In 
refusing to redress the grievances or 
give consideration to requests hither- 
to put in the most moderate language 
of a suzerain power. 


"We sav that this state of tilings 


cannot be tolerated. We have put our 
hands to the plough and won't draw 
back. "With this statement I propose 
to rest content." 


The additional troops ordered to be 


in readiness for transportation 
to 


South Africa include a battalion of the 
Grenadier Guards and three batteries 
of artillery. 


Kills Husband, Child and Herself.

Ecklnger <*vh>>utly first shot her hus- 
band mid daughter with a shotgun and 
then tried to committ suicide by gash- 
ing tlie veins In her wrist with a knife. 
The latter apparently proved too slow 
or else iialnf ul, 1'or the woman put n 
clilrd emu go In the gun and sent it 
through 
her heart. Ecklingcr 
was 


twenty-live years old, and a farm 
laborer. Lately he had been drinking 
quite heavily and grequently quarrel- 
led with his wife. The couple had 
agreed to separate. Mrs. Eckllnger 
wsa twenty-three years of age. 


Four Firemen Shocked to Death. 
Omaha, Neb,., Aug. 10.—By an acci- 


dent ihe indst peculiar in the history of 
the city Fire Department four firemen 
were killed at a blaze on the upper 
floor of the Mercer Chemical Com- 
pany's building. The fire had been put 
out and the four men were attending 
to the lowering of an extension truck, 
when the ladder made a connection 
with a live wire and they were electro- 
cuted. Two of them died as quickly 
as they would have in the death chair, 
and the other two recovered conscious- 
ness and then died, presumably from 
the terrible action of the electric fluid 
upon the heart. The dead are: Joseph 
Adams, lieutenant; Otto Geisekc, tiller- 
man; George Benson, pipemaii; Charles 
Hopper, relief drher.

Refuse to Cut Wood or Scrub. 


Xew Haven. Conn., Aug. 10.—The 


American Federation of Telegraphers 
has made its final demand upon the 
Consolidated Railroad and its members 
stand ready to go out in the colossal 
strike which seems likely to be ordered 
next week. The principal demands 
are 


'•Telegraphers are not to be required 


to cut or pile wood, shovel snow, at- 
tend to pumping engines, keep fires 
iitider water tanks, sctufo floors or 
wash windows and shall be exempt 
from all duties in connection with 
switches or semaphore lamps or the 
carrying of mails, flagging crossings by 
hnnd, or operating gates by mechanical 
devices attached or hung up in their 
officers, where any other employes of 
the company are located aud can at- 
tend to such duties. 
"Eight consecutive hours for train 


dispatchers, copiers, operators in relay 
offices, interlocked or blocked signal 
towers, shall constitute a day's work. 
In f-tatious where two or more opera- 
tors are employed ten hours; where 
onl> tweh e hours. 


"The minimum salary shall be $2 a 


day. Extra time to be paid for o\er 
Lours.

Hurricane in Porto Rico. 


Ran Juan de Porto Rico. Aug. 10.— 


The Weather Bureau here hoisted hur- 
ricane signals on Monday, and oil Tues- 
day morning the storm broke with 
great force. The wind was blowing at 
the rate of 100 miles an hour, having 
reached its maximum velocity. A large 
number of trees were torn up By the 
roots and a railway train was blown 
off the track.

The 
custom house there was wrecked and 
its contents wrecked. All the vessels 
in Ponce harbor are reported to be 
ashore. Owing to tlie interruption in 
the telegraph service there is no com- 
munication with the city of Ponce 
proper.

SAYS HIS SPIRIT IS RENEWED 


General llger's Ruccessor Prepares to Wage 


Vigorous Warfare Against the 


Enemy, 


Secretary Root Says Tbat He Hopes 


to Give His Personal Attention to 
aud ExercUel Close Supervision O- 
ver All the Details of the Coin- 
lug Campaign. 


Washington, Aug. 10.— Mr. Root has 


resumed his duties as Secretary of 
War, and preparations for a vlrgorous 
campaign against the Filipinos will 
proceed with renewed spirit Officials 
of the \Vor Department who axe cog- 
nizant of the purpose of Secretory 
Root's visit to the President expect 
important developments during the 
next few weeks. 


It Is known at the* War Department 


that Mr. Hoot hopes to give personal 
attention to and exercise close super- 
vision o\er all details of the coming 
campaign. Active operations will be 
resumed when the dry Benson opens, 
and a great deal of work is ahead of 
the Secretary In the intervening time. 


It is realized that prompt and effec- 


tive measures are required by the 
elgencU's of the situation lu the Philip- 
pines. Agulualdo must be crushed 
promptly or serious complications may 
result for the United States. Presi- 
dent McKluley's purpose is to effect 
the wiping out of Agulualdo, and to 
forestall embarrassments which might 
reasonably lxj expected to develop If 
the natives are not put down with dis- 
patch. 


Agulnaldp's recent pronunciamento 


calling upon the Powers 'to recognise 
the Filipino Government and to admit 
the existence of a state of war in the 
Philippines has no weight at this time. 
If, howexer, the present 
situation 


(should continue Indefinitely, it is pos- 
sible there might IK; excuse for inter- 
ests in the Orient inimical to the 
United States to take a menacing atti- 
tude. 


The public already is aware of tlw> 


fact that an army of 50.000 men is to 
be thrown Into the Philippines before 
the close of the rainy season, but only 
those in authority realize the vast 
amount of work which must be done 
to sucfORHfully carry out this project.

Manhattan ICntute. 


At the beginniutr at this c*utury,> 


writes William Waldorf Astor In the' 
Pall Mall Magazine, John Jacob A a tor 
'commenced buying plots of land ID 
Manhattan 
Island, having an 
early 


prescience of the growth of the city by 
which it Is now almost covered. These 
purchases were uade with such judg- 
ment In the line of approaching ex- 
pansion as frequently to be sold again 
after a few years far double or treble 
what 'be had paid for them. With en- 
larged means those acquisitions'of real 
estate assumed lawr proportions, and 
took in whole fan»s, which gradually 
became covered with Houses. To show 
that this species of farming as prac- 
ticed with discrimination was not In 
rain, it may be mentioned that one of 
tnese Harms, purchased in 1811 for 
£900, is now worth, with its Improve- 
ments, £1,400,000. An amusing notion 
prevalent In America IB that by some 
queer rule of his descendants no pur- 
chase has or ever can he parted with. 
As a matter of fact, the estate books 
record the sale,of hundreds of plots of 
land during the entire century, and it 
should require no extraordinary acu- 
men to perceive thnt so silly and nar- 
row-minded rule co'jld only be Imagin- 
ed by very silly and narrow-minded 
people. 


The First Typewriter. 


Hidden away In a dark corner of the 


•nodel-room in thsj Patent Office at 
Washington, with the dust of years 
giving its hiown surface a coat of 
gray, is an apparently worthless block 
of wood cut in the shape of a staircase, 
with small blocks of wood mounted on 
"wires on each of the stairs. 


When I nappened to see this object 


while looking through the 400,000 mod- 
els the otlKcr day, I thought it must be 
some sort of Child's plaything, says 
the Atlanta Constitution. On closer ex- 
amination my curiosity was aroused, 
so that t induced one of the busy at- 
tendants to look up the matter for me. 
It was discovered to be the lirst typej 
•writer ever made in the Uniled States— 
perhaps in the world. 


If placed by the sldo of one of our 


1899 
model typewriters the first type- 


writer could not fail to provoke a smile 
from the spectator. Instead of dainty 
black and nickel letter keys, with an 
open framework allowing the easy 
workings of tho intricate machinery of 
the Inside as is usual in the typewrit- 
ers of to-day, this first typewriter con 
slst of a closed wooden box win* 
blocks of wood half an Inch square for 
Its letter keys. 
The paper-carriage of 


the first typewriter is .also of wood 
and instead of the operator turning 
the paper-cnrriage by a mere touch or 
an extension rod, as is done with all 
typewriters now in use, when one line 
was finished on the first typewriter the 
operator had to use both hands to turn 
the paper-carriage—one liand to lift a 
catch from the cogwheel and the other 
hand to push the paper around as far 
as desired. 


However, much as the first typewri- 


ter differs from its grandchildren, close 
examination shows that it has all the 
essentials of typewriters as we know 
hem to-day. The inventor of the type- 
writer was R. T. P. Allen, of Karmdale, 
Ky., who secured his patent in 1876. 
There were other so-called typewriters 
nvented before this date, but the Al- 
len invention is the first machine that 
bore fruit, and it is that machine which 
may be looked upon as the parent of 
She five million or more typewriters in 
use in the United States to-day. 


Another Monster Fossil. 


Lnramie. Wyo.. Aug. 30.—Dr. W. -T. 


Holland, of the Carnegie Museum, 
Plltsburg, who has a large force of 
scientists working in tho great fossil 
quarry near Lnramie, Wyo., announces 
that Dr. .T. L. Worlman and Dr. Cojrgs- 
liall. formerly of the American Mus- 
eum of Natural History, 1m e discover- 
ed and exhumed another monster fossil 
dinosaur in a nearly i>erfect state of 
preservation. The whole length of the 
anlmnl was sixty feet and it stood 
twenty feet at the hijos, the thigh bone, 
or femur, being six feet long and tif- 
tecn inches in dinmctor. It had a head 
lite a frog. 
"Wo found the animal near the sur- 


face," snid Dr. Holland, "and we al- 
ready have the vertebral column, the 
centrum of the largest vertebra being 
twelve inches in diameter; eighteen 
ribs, each abont slx~ feet long; the en- 
tire pelvic girdle..most of the bones 
of the legs and feet, and I believe we 
will get them all. Wo nlso have near- 
ly all the (ervical vertebra and are 
following them into the bluff and hope 
to get the bones of the head." 


Lieut- Peary's Dead Baby. 


Atlantic City, N. J.. Aug. 10.—The 


body of tlie seven months old child of 
explorer Lieut. Pearv. who Tiled at 
Chelsea of cholera infantum, was tak- 
en to Washington, D. C., for burial'by 
Mrs. Peary and her brother. Lieut. 
Peary has never seen baby Francine, 
as she was "born after he left on his 
last trip for the Arctic. Marie Abal- 
gito, the other child, 6 years old, was 
born in Greenland. 


The \Vlnnipea; Bank Robbery. 


Winnipeg, Aug. 10.—Interest in the 


mysterious robbery of the Molsons 
Bank, Winnipeg branch, of $62,000 
nearly a year ago was revived by the 
arrest of John W. Anderson, formerly 
a junior cleric In the bank, now book- 
keener for a wholesale house, charged, 
with the theft. It is stated that $60,- 
000 of the sum has been, recovered. 
The money, it is reported, was dug up 
, In the outskirts of the city. 


Cameo tliat Cost $10,000. 


Boston, 'Mass., Aug. 10.—-The famous 


Marlborough cnineos, purchased 
In 


London for the Museum of Vine Arts 
of this city, have arrived. The rarest 
is the work of an engraver before' the 
time' of Alexander the Great, and for 
this one gem, measuring 6 by 5% 
inches, the sum of $10,000 was paid. 
Connoisseurs say It is the finest cameo 
in the world.

In Morocco at certain seasons, entire 


wagon loads of locusts 
are brought 


Lo the market in 
Fez, because they 


[orm a regular article of food 
for 


the Moors who inhafiit 
this part 


of North Africa. 
Here, 
also, 
the 


locusts are eaten In every style, pick- 
fed, salted, simply dried, smoke, or in 
my other possible way, except raw. The 
negroes on the northern coast of Africa 
prefer locusts to pigeons, and they eat 
from two hundred to three hundred at 
a sitting. They remove head, wings and 
legs, boil them for half an hour in wa- 
ter, then add salt and pepper, and fry 
them in vinegar. In -a similar way lo- 
custs are prepared a-t other points in 
Africa and Asia. Preserved In salt 
pickle they form a staple article of 
commerce. Locusts In Africa are also 
compressed, when fresh, in barrels, and 
are then dished out like butter at 
meal times.

floated, head on. to a berth within the 
submerged hull.

of the builders, and with tin* noxt tldo

The former takes his favorite 
pleasure in eating mackerel out of the 
nets, doing as much damage in its dis- 
entanglement as will absorb a fisher- 
man's weekly wage to make good. 
Wherefore It comes about that, as soon 
as one Is hauled aboard the fishermen 
forget their accustomed mildness, and 
seizing It close to the tall belabor with 
its shovel-shaped head 
the 
nearest 


thwart until peace reigns once more. 


The porbeagle is a somewhat less ac- 


tive and less vicious animal of duller 
hue, and of a emell that passes any 
other on sea or land. To prevent its 
blood imparting this odor of the abat- 
toir to the uoat, the porbeagle is usual- 
ly slain over the side, and is then ig- 
nominously slung in a noose at the 
bow. 
The quantities of herrings and 


other migratory fishes consumed by 
these sharks would, could we but ap- 
praise the damage, appal even the en- 
comiast who has recently, in a sport- 
ing contemporary, declared the shark 
to be a misjudged child of nature.
